As  we  roll  into  the  final  stages  before 
opening  the '89  Flower  Show,  I  wanted  to 
acknowledge  the  Society's  gratitude  to 
two  key  volunteers,  who  complete  their 
terms  as  chair  of  the  Flower  Show 
Executive  Committee  and  chair  of  the 
Competitive  Classes  at  the  close  of  this 
Show. 

Herb  Clarke's  first  official  connection 
with  the  Society  was  as  honorary  chair  of 
the  City  Gardens  Contest  in  the  early  '80s. 
We  soon  realized  that  Herb  wasn't  in- 
terested in  a  traditional  "honorary"  role. 
Instead  of  just  showing  up  once  a  year  to 
give  away  the  prizes,  Herb  participated 
actively  in  brownbag  lunches  and  early 
morning  planning  sessions.

THE  CITY  IN  BLOOM 

Springtime  throughout  the  region  is  a 
time  to  rejoice  but  never  so  much  as  in  the 
city  neighborhood  where  empty  lots  once 
strewn  with  trash  are  now  bursting  with 
bloom. 

One  of  this  year's  brightest  "bloomers" 
is  the  lie  Ife  Community  Park  in  North 
Philadelphia.  The  garden  has  benefitted 
from  many  contributors  including  the 
Pennsylvania  Council  of  the  Arts,  the 
Philadelphia  Anti-Graffiti  Network  and 
Philadelphia  Green,  The  Pennsylvania 
Horticultural  Society's  community  out- 
reach horticultural  program.  The  "blood, 
sweat  and  tears"  of  this  effort  however 
was  contributed  by  the  neighborhood's 
children,  local  artist  Lily  Yeh  and  neigh- 
borhood leader  Joseph  "jo-Jo"  Williams. 

The  garden  started  out  as  compacted 
clay,  trash  and  glass.  After  clearingihe  lot, 
the  children  pushed  wheelbarrow  after 
wheelbarrow  of  black  soil  onto  the  site 
and  gradually  the  garden  began  to 
emerge.  Lily  Yeh  described  the  transfor- 
mation as  magical  and  although  the 
garden  is  still  in  its  initial  stages,  it  has 
made  a  vast  improvement  in  the  local 
landscape  -  a  colorful  wall  mural  pro- 
vides the  backdrop  for  climbing  ivy  and  a 
centerpiece  sculpture  of  mosaic  tile.  The 
garden  is  a  symbol  of  hope  for  the  neigh- 
borhood, a  place  to  relax  and  enjoy 
spring.

By  the  time  this  edition  of  the  News 
lands  in  your  mailbox,  we  should  be  well 
into  a  big  new  project,  relandscaping 
Fairmount  Park's  Azalea  Garden,  which 
was  planted  by  the  Society  and  given  to 
the  city  in  1952.  Those  familiar  with  the 
Garden,  located  to  the  west  of  the 
Philadelphia  Museum  of  Art,  know  of  its 
beautiful  situation,  but  also  that  it's 
recently  been  in  deplorable  condition. 

Last  summer  the  Society  Council 
decided  that  the  Garden  was  to  be  the  first 
project  of  a  new  Pennsylvania 
Horticultural  Society  program,  Center 
City  Green.  Under  the  guidance  of  pro- 
gram manager  Barbara  Olejnik,  we  hired 
Shusterman  &  Schiller  as  design  con- 
sultants. Over  the  winter  they  have 
worked  with  William  Mifflin,  Director, 
and  Jim  Donaghy  and  Carol  Gangewere 
of  Fairmount  Park  to  nail  down  the  design 
and  prepare  the  bid  package  for  this  sub- 
stantial renovation  project.  As  the  project 
designer,  for  Shusterman  &  Schiller, 
Victoria  Olin's  challenge  is  to  maintain 
the  graceful  character  of  the  Garden 
while  extending  the  period  of  bloom 
beyond  the  traditional  April/May  splash 
of  color. 

The  construction  schedule  was 
developed  to  accommodate  appropriate 
planting  times,  so  in  early  spring  you'll 
see  contractors  laying  water  I i nes,  prepar- 
ing beds  and  planting  trees  and  shrubs. 
Several  of  Victoria's  design  decisions 
were  based  on  our  desire  to  make  the 
most  of  four  large  trees,  one  linden,  one 
Japanese  scholar  tree  and  two  elms  that 
greatly  enhance  the  landscape.  Working 
with  directions  from  Richard  Campana, 
an  elm  specialist,  we  have  treated  the 
latter  for  Dutch  Elm  disease.  So  far  the 
trees  seem  to  be  responding  well  and 
great  precautions  will  be  taken  during 
construction  not  to  damage  these  and 
other  trees.

According  to  Heidi  Shusterman,  weed 
removal  in  the  Azalea  Garden  will  be  a 
spring  challenge  because  many  "pernici- 
ous" perennial  weeds  such  as  knotweed 
have  become  well  entrenched  in  the 
Garden.  In  some  beds,  close  to  the  roots 
of  the  old  trees,  the  contractors  must  hand 
cultivate  rather  than  use  systemic 
weedkillers. 

By  late  April  you  will  find  several  new 
shade  trees  in  place  including  American 
lindens  and  red  oaks,  as  well  as  flowering 
trees  such  as  sweet  bay  and  large-leaf 
magnolias  (Magnolia  virginiana  and  M. 
macrophylla);  Franklinia  (Franklinia 
alatamaka),  fringe  trees  (Chionanthus  vir- 
ginicus),  fragrant  snowbel  I  (Styrax  obasia) 
and  Japanese  stewartia  (stewartia  pseudo 
camellia).  Several  large-growing  trees 
will  be  planted  in  the  shrub  beds  along 
Kelly  Drive  to  provide  additional  shade 
for  the  azaleas. 

In  selecting  azaleas,  Shusterman  & 
Schiller  have  worked  with  Paul  Meyer 
and  Ann  Rhoads  of  the  Morris  Arboretum 
and  also  with  Fred  Galle,  garden  con- 
sultant and  formerly  director  of  Callaway 
Gardens,  Georgia,  to  incorporate  plants 
such  as  Rhododendron  mucronulatum, 
an  early-blooming  azalea  native  to  Japan 
and  late-blooming  deciduous  native 
azaleas  such  as  Rhododendron 
pruni  folium  and  Rhododendron  bakeri  to 
extend  the  season  of  bloom. 

The  Azalea  Garden  restoration  has 
attracted  a  ground  swell  of  support,  be- 
ginning with  two  pruning  days  last  spring 
when  members  of  the  Philadelphia  Com- 
mittee of  the  Garden  Club  of  America 
volunteered  their  time  and  skills.  Earlier 
this  year  the  Committee  announced  its 
intention  to  donate  $5,000  towards  the 
planting  of  trees.  Conservation  Projects, 
Inc.,  which  has  done  a  wonderful  job  of 
planting  and  beautifying  Kennedy 
Boulevard  from  20th  to  30th  Streets,  has 
also  made  a  planting  donation  of  $9,000. 

A  new  feature  in  the  Garden,  "the  icing 
on  the  cake"  as  Barbara  Olejnik  calls  it, 
will  be  an  entrance  pergola  with  teak 
benches  and  bluestone  sitting  walls 
which  will  be  generously  contributed  by 
The  McLean  Contributionship  with  a 
donation  of  $31,000. 

While  a  significant  portion  of  the 
quarter  million  dollars  needed  for  this 
restoration  project  will  be  funded  through 
revenues  raised  through  the  Philadelphia 
Flower  Show,  we  still  have  many  "giving 
opportunities"  as  development  officers 
call  them,  if  members  would  like  to  make 


a  donation  towards  the  restoration  of  this 
wonderful  Garden.  The  opportunities 
range  from  large  trees  to  benches  and 
trash  containers  and  I'd  love  to  hear  from 
you. 

In  a  future  issue  of  the  News  we'll  com- 
ment on  our  plans  for  maintaining  the 
Garden.  They're  ambitious  and  we're 
going  to  need  your  help  here  too.

(Continued  From  page  one) 

blocks  that  stretch  from  Broad  to  22nd 
Streets,  Norris  to  Lehigh  Avenue  with  a 
special  focus  on  the  magnificent  sloping 
banks  at  18th  and  Glenwood  Streets,  the 
start-up  site  of  the  Society's  new  Ribbon 
of  Gold  project. 

High  atop  a  hill  overlooking  the 
Schuylkill  near  Kelly  Drive  sits  the  com- 
munity of  Strawberry  Mansion,  a  neigh- 
borhood known  for  its  historic  homes  and 
beautiful  architecture.  In  recent  years,  the 
community  has  been  the  focus  of  exten- 
sive restoration  work  and  the  establish- 
ment of  a  local  shopping  center, 
Strawberry  Square  Mall  at  29th  and 
Susquehanna  Avenue.  Working  with 
Marva  Harris  and  the  City's  Neighbor- 
hood Action  Council  and  community 
leader,  Florie  Dotson,  Philadelphia 
Green  has  concentrated  greening  efforts 
on  the  creation  of  1 1  garden  blocks,  3 
lotscapes  and  the  development  of  a 
Demonstration  Garden  in  the  area 
surrounding  the  Mall.  The  Demo  Garden 
will  provide  a  meeting  place  for 
community  workshops  on  topics  such  as 
building  garden  paths  and  trellises, 
planting  herb  gardens  and  garden 
development. 

Sister  Carol  Keck,  Iris  Brown  and 
Tomasita  Romero  stand  out  as  the  propel- 
lents of  Norris  Square's  greening  efforts. 
After  1  5  years  of  children's  gardening 
programs  and  neighborhood  greening 
efforts  through  the  Norris  Square  Neigh- 
borhood Project,  Inc.  and  their  involve- 
ment with  Philadelphia  Green,  this 
community  now  boasts  more  than  20 
community  gardening  projects  and 
plans  for  extensive  revitalization  for 
Norris  Square  Park  are  also  afoot.  The 
focus  of  this  spring's  greening  efforts  has 
been  at  the  Hunter  Elementary  School. 
Working  with  students,  Tomasita  Romero 
has  developed  a  garden  that  will  be 
planted  by  them  before  the  end  of  the 
school  year  and  maintained  throughout 
the  summer  by  the  children  in  Norris 
Square's  greening  programs. 

Over  the  next  several  years,  these  three 
areas  will  become  part  of  a  growing 
number  of  Philadelphia  communities  that 
have  found  strength  and  leadership 
within  their  neighborhoods  to  overcome 
the  odds  and  add  a  bit  of  green  space  into 
their  lives.  As  Dorsha  Mason  put  it,  "Not 
me,  but  we  are  wonderful.  My  neighbors 
and  me.  Nobody  in  this  life  does  anything 
by  themselves."

The  Society's  18th  Century  Garden  is 
always  a  spring  star  on  Walnut  Street,  but 
this  year  our  volunteers  outdid 
themselves  and  drew  acclaim  from  neigh- 
bors and  visitors  alike.  The  color 
combination,  Blue  Delft  and  Gypsy 
Queen  (pale  apricot)  hyacinths  and 
Apricot  Beauty  tulips,  mixed  with  deeper 
apricot  pansies  was  a  smash. 

In  a  formal  garden  such  as  ours, 
hyacinths  are  wonderful  not  only  for  their 
big  colorful  blossoms  but  also  for  their 
fragrance.  In  past  years  squirrels  have 
destroyed  our  display  by  digging  up  the 
hyacinths  and  tulip  bulbs  over  the  winter. 
This  year,  after  planting  in  the  fall,  Ann 
McPhail  and  our  team  of  gardeners 
covered  the  beds  with  sheets  of  black 
plastic  mesh  netting,  and  although  it 
greatly  decreased  the  squirrels'  fun  over 
the  winter,  it's  the  only  way  to  get  a  good 
display  of  bulbs  in  this  part  of  town.  The 
netting  (Ross  Gro-Net)  is  sold  in  garden 
centers  for  protecting  berries  and  other 
fruit  from  birds.  To  make  sure  the  netting 
stays  in  place  over  winter,  follow  the 
example  of  volunteer  Charles  Holman 
who  secured  it  with  endless  pegs  he  cut 
from  the  poi  nted  ends  of  wi  re  coat 
hangers. 

In  addition  to  Ann  and  Charles,  grateful 
thanks  to  all  the  volunteers  who  work  so 
hard  to  keep  the  18th  Century  Garden  in 
tiptop  condition:  Wilma  Crane,  Ed 
Doelp,  Johanna  Goedel,  Helen  Kaufman, 
Kitty  Lapp,  Matt  McConnell,  Jane 
Newcomer,  Harriett  Richards,  Kinnie 
Schmidt  and  Frances  Vollmer.  If  you'd 
like  to  join  them  see  note  on  this  page  re:

The  Awards  Committee,  under  the 
leadership  of  Committee  chair,  Martha 
Barron,  announced  the  following 
nominees  for  the  Society's  most  prestigi- 
ous awards. 

The  Distinguished  Achievement 
medal  will  be  presented  to  Elisabeth 
Woodburn,  doyenne  of  the  botanical 
and  horticultural  book  world  in  the 
United  States.  From  her  converted  barn/ 
home  known  as  Booknoll  Farm, 
Elisabeth  has  created  an  outstanding 
horticultural  book  business  housing 
more  than  14,000  books,  a  testimony  to 
her  knowledge  of  the  history  and  litera- 
ture in  the  field. 

Elisabeth's  contribution  to  libraries 
across  the  country  is  unsurpassed.  She 
has  served  on  the  PHS  Library 
Committee  since  1965  and  it  is  to  her 
that  we  owe  the  inspiration  for  the 
library's  Pennsylvania  Collection. 
Elisabeth  has  carried  this  philosophy  of 
local  completeness  to  libraries  all  over 
the  country,  ensuring  regional  strength 
and  preservation  of  the  ephemeral  yet 
important  local  materials  like  seed 
catalogs  and  pamphlets.  From  the  forma- 
tion of  the  Council  on  Botanical  and 
Horticultural  Libraries  in  1965  to  her 
work  with  the  collection  building 
process  at  such  institutions  as  the  Uni- 
versity of  Delaware,  PHS  and  the 
Massachusetts  Horticultural  Society, 
Elisabeth  has  proven  herself  a  20th 
century  evangelist  for  the  cause  of 
horticulture  and  the  preservation  of  not 
only  the  older  works  but  also  those  from 
the  1 9th  and  20th  century.

This  past  year,  FARM,  HOME  & 
GARDEN  celebrated  its  35th  year  on 
KYW-TV,  making  it  the  Delaware 
Valley's  longest-running  television  show 
and  the  country's  oldest  farm  program. 
As  its  writer,  producer,  and  host,  Gary 


Geers  remains  as  enthusiastic  as  he  was 
in  1953.  From  farmers  to  agriculturists  to 
consumers,  Gary  brings  news  of  the 
environment  and  the  economy  and  its 
effects  on  horticulture  and  agriculture  in 
the  Delaware  Valley.  His  special  guests 
have  included  experts  in  the  field  and 
children  who  garden  in  the  city,  com- 
munity gardeners  and  extension  agents. 

Very  few  of  the  area  plant  societies, 
arboreta  and  garden  clubs  have  escaped 
the  generosity  of  Sally  Reath.  Many  of 
their  members  have  toured  her  magnifi- 
cent garden  in  Devon  and  everyone  has 
come  away  from  her  outstanding  collec- 
tion of  plants  much  the  wiser  horticultur- 
ally  and  usually  with  a  plant  in  hand.

Visit  PHS  Exhibit  —  Holiday  ornaments 
December  6-28 
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1 990  will  be  another  banner  year  for 
PHS's  Philadelphia  Green  program.  Since 
1 974,  the  Society  has  worked  with  more 
than  700  groups  in  Philadelphia  to  help 
plant  vegetable  gardens  and  window 
boxes,  street  trees  and  sitting  parks  in  an 
effort  to  breathe  new  green  life  into  some 
of  the  City's  low-and  moderate-income 
neighborhoods. 

Assisting  us  in  the  development  of 
these  programs  is  generous  support  from 
local  foundations  and  corporations,  a 
grant  from  the  Office  of  Housing  and 
Community  Development  (OHCD)  and 
funding  from  the  Philadelphia  Flower 
Show  and  the  Preview  Dinner.  Recently, 
Philadelphia  Green  Director  Blaine 
Bonham  and  his  staff  initiated  a  crop  of 
challenging  new  Philadelphia  Green 
projects. 

^Loticahs  \Pxoaxam 

With  contract  funding  from  the 
Department  of  Licenses  and  Inspections, 

and  in  conjunction  with  the  Philadelphia 
Anti-Graffiti  Network  (PAGN),  this  fall 
Philadelphia  Green  began  work  on  100 
of  the  1,000  vacant  lots  scheduled  for 
greening  over  the  next  few  seasons. 

Under  the  direction  of  site  develop- 
ment manager  Michael  Groman,  lots- 
cape  coordinator  Mark  Teller  and  mem- 
bers of  the  Philadelphia  Youth  Service 
Corps,  a  non-profit  educational  develop- 
ment organization  for  young  adults,  small 
trees  and  a  variety  of  low-maintenance 
shrubs  and  perennials  were  planted  after 
PAGN  installed  the  fences.  The  lotscape 
program's  goals  are  to  make  a  visual 
impact  in  several  neighborhoods,  most  of 
which  are  located  in  North  Philadelphia, 
and  also  to  encourage  community  groups 
to  take  an  active  role  in  further  greening 
efforts  in  their  areas.

In  September,  Philadelphia  Green 
began  a  new  tree  planting  program 
funded  by  The  William  Penn  Foundation. 


Over  the  next  four  years,  we  will  plant 
3,000  trees  throughout  the  city  with  an 
emphasis  on  plantings  in  North 
Philadelphia. 

Currently,  Philadelphia  has  about  half 
the  number  of  trees  it  could  support  and 
many  of  these  are  in  a  state  of  natural  and 
environmental  decline.  For  this  reason, 
and  because  of  the  increasing  problems 
caused  by  pollutants,  the  Tree  Champion 
Program  is  timely  and  we're  grateful  to 
the  Foundation  for  the  opportunity  to 
improve  the  "lungs"  of  the  City.  We're 
also  pleased  at  the  opportunity  to  experi- 
ment by  planting  species  not  currently 
used  extensively  as  street  trees,  to  test 
their  adaptability  for  future  plantings  in 
Philadelphia  and  other  cities. 

The  program  will  be  led  by  Jonathan 
Frank,  dubbed  johnny  Appleseed  by  the 
Philadelphia  Inquirer,  with  assistance 
from  Susan  B.  Phillips,  tree  program 
coordinator.  With  the  landscape  crew, 
they  will  plant  trees  at  gateways  and 
along  commercial  strips,  as  well  as  on 
residential  streets.  Philadelphia  Green 
will  be  working  with  the  City's  Planning 
Commission  and  the  Office  of  Housing  & 
Community  Development  to  develop 
planting  strategies  that  reflect  efforts  to 
implement  the  Mayor's  North 
Philadelphia  Plan.  The  program  also  calls 
for  educational  workshops  with  neigh- 
borhood groups  throughout  the  City.

Depressing  stories  about  public 
housing  appear  all  too  frequently  in  the 
press.  Rarely  do  we  hear  about  positive 
aspects,  such  as  the  drive,  energy  and 
inspiration  of  Philadelphia  Housing 
Authority  (PHA)  residents  when  it  comes 
to  creating  gardens. 

Residents  in  Champlost  Public  Hous- 
ing, several  blocks  of  two-story 
rowhouses,  have  met  the  greening 
challenge  head-on  and  created  an  oasis 
in  East  Oak  Lane  with  colorful  front  yard 
gardens  and  window  boxes. 


Three  other  public  housing  sites, 
Johnson  Homes,  Wilson  Park  and  Emlen 
Arms  have  begun  greening  activities  with 
fence-making  workshops,  pruning  days 
and  planting  sessions.  These  PHA  sites 
are  large  and  at  times  the  progress  may 
seem  slow,  but  Juanita  Wooten  and 
Deborah  Hall,  Philadelphia  Green  staff 
members  who  run  these  programs,  have 
learned  to  appreciate  each  gardener  be- 
cause he  or  she  has  the  potential  to  inspire 
a  couple  of  neighbors.  Gradually  the 
snowball  begins  to  roll  and  the  greening 
movement  picks  up  momentum. 

The  Greene  Countrie  Towne  Program, 
started  in  1980  and  expanded  in  1986 
with  funding  from  The  Pew  Charitable 
Trusts  to  fulfill  the  increasing  demand  for 
greening  in  certain  clustered  areas  of  the 
City,  now  boasts  four  official  Greene 
Countrie  Townes  (West  Hagert,  West 
Shore,  Francisvilleand  Point  Breeze)  with 
three  others  (Susquehanna,  Strawberry 
Mansion,  and  Norris  Square)  scheduled 
for  completion  over  the  next  three  years. 

In  the  coming  year  we  will  continue 
work  on  the  West  Philadelphia  Project, 
also  funded  by  Pew  and  started  in  1987  as 
a  cooperative  venture  between 
Philadelphia  Green  and  The  Department 
of  Landscape  Architecture  and  Regional 
Planning  at  the  University  of 
Pennsylvania. 

Workingwith  residents  in  three  areas  of 
West  Philadelphia,  students  and 
Philadelphia  Green  staff  members  Denise 
Jefferson  and  Susan  Ross  joined  with 
neighbors  to  design  and  plant  gardens 
that  met  the  specific  needs  of  each  com- 
munity. One  of  the  most  ambitious 
gardens  is  at  49th  and  Aspen  Streets. 
After  analyzing  several  designs  presented 
by  students,  Aspen  Farms  gardeners 
chose  one  featuring  an  arbor  and  1 4 
raised  beds  in  geometric  configurations. 
The  results  are  stunning.  Stop  by  next 
summer  and  get  acquainted  with  the 
gardeners  at  Aspen  Farms.

SOWING  SEEDS  OF  CHANGE  ON 
26TH  STREET 

Armed  with  shovels,  trowels,  trees  and 
seeds,  local  politicians  and  corporate 
leaders  teamed  up  in  April  with  the 
Society  at  a  groundbreaking  ceremony  to 
kick-off  the  first  phase  of  the  26th  Street 
Gateway  Improvement  Project. 

The  26th  Street  Project  is  part  of  PHS's 
Center  City  Green  Program  and  calls  for 
the  revitalization  of  the  corner  area  of 
Penrose  Avenue  at  the  base  of  the  Piatt 
Memorial  Bridge  and  the  one-mile  stretch 
of  land  that  is  known  as  the  26th  Street 
corridor  leadingtothe Schuylkill  Express- 
way over  the  next  three  years. 

Working  with  PennDOT  and  the  City's 
Department  of  Streets,  PHS  will  land- 
scape the  highly  visible  Penrose  Avenue 
corner  this  spring  with  funds  generated  by 
the  Philadelphia  Flower  Show.  Addi- 
tional support  for  this  initial  planting  has 
been  enthusiastic  with  PennDOT  provid- 
ing the  site  clearingand  grading  as  part  of 
an  overall  effort  to  upgrade  the  roadway. 
It  is  PHS's  hope  that  the  corner  planting 
will  provide  the  impetus  for  area  business 
leaders  to  join  in  with  financial  commit- 
ment for  the  remainder  of  the  project. 
Organizations  who  have  already  pledged 
their  support  include,  CONRAIL,  The 
Philadelphia  Water  Department,  Steen 
Outdoor  Advertising  and  Sun  Company. 

Greening  up  the  Gateway  will  require 
complete  soil  rejuvenation  and  plants 
that  are  pollution  and  drought  tolerant. 
The  landscape  design  by  Andropogon 
Associates,  Inc.  also  utilizes  the  existing 
meadows  and  urban  woodlands  that  exist 
throughout  the  area. 

So,  if  you're  travelling  by  this  spring  on 
your  way  into  the  City  from  the  south, 
look  for  the  Heyser  Landscaping  crews, 
the  project's  contractors,  who  will  be 
sowing  the  seeds  of  change  in  the  new 
"Penrose  Meadows".  It's  an  exciting  time 
for  Philadelphia  and  for  all  those  who 
care  about  the  City's  central  landscapes.

There's  hardly  a  visitor  to  the 
Philadelphia  Flower  Show  who  doesn't 
have  a  very  firm  opinion  as  to  the  merits 
—  or  lack  thereof  —  of  any  particular 
Flower  Show.  Regulars  tend  to  take  a 
proprietary  interest,  often  comparing  it  in 
detai  I  to  previous  Shows.  "This  is  the  best 
in  1 2  or  1 5  years  and  there  was  so  much 
more  aisle  space,"  noted  several  of  our 
sternest  commentators  as  they  left  the 
1 990  Show.  For  several  years  we've 
aimed  to  create  a  wooded  effect;  this 
year,  even  though  designer  Ed 
Lindemann  incorporated  the  same  square 
footage  of  exhibit  space  as  in  previous 
Shows,  the  lack  of  large  trees  and  other 
greenery  in  the  aisles  made  the  Show 
seem  much  more  spacious. 

First-time  visitors  always  give  us  new 
insights  and  this  year  we  were  delighted 
to  welcome  32  enthusiastic  gardeners 
from  England  who  came  on  a  weekend 
tour  arranged  by  the  Da;7y  Mail  and 
Arena  Travel,  London.  Their  time  in 
Philadelphia  was  brief,  arriving  on  Friday 
and  leaving  on  Monday  evening,  but  in 
addition  to  extended  visits  to  the  Flower 
Show  they  managed  to  visit  Philadel- 
phia's historic  sites,  as  well  as  Longwood 
Gardens.  P.E.  Moyce,  aged  80,  who  came 
with  her  daughter,  wrote  to  say  how 
much  she  enjoyed  her  visit  and  that  she's 
"making  plans  for  another  trip  before 
long." 

Some  220,000  visitors  attended  Flower 
Show  '90,  a  great  improvement  over  '89, 
when  two  days  of  snow  and  sleet  brought 
us  below  205,000  for  the  first  time  in 
several  years.  The  balmy  temperatures  of 
winter  '90  and  especially  several  80°F. 
days  during  Flower  Show  week  were  a 
bonus  for  homeowners  and  Show 
visitors,  but  these  unusual  temperatures 
were  hard  on  exhibitors.  Bulbs  created 
the  biggest  problems.  Competitive  class 
exhibitors  were  simply  not  able  to  hold 
back  some  of  the  earl  iest  varieties  they 
had  hoped  to  display,  while  the  less  than 
perfect  quality  of  the  daffodils  and 
hyacinths  the  Society  orders  each  year  for 
general  decoration  meant  they  didn't 
hold  up  as  well  as  in  previous  years.  I've 
put  in  my  weather  order  already  for  1 991 


—  temperatures  in  the  40s  and  50s,  with 
overcast  skies  to  discourage  potential 
visitors  from  heading  outdoors  to  garden, 
play  frisbee  or  golf.

Some  years  our  color  scheme  for  the 
plantings  in  the  1 8th  century  garden  is 
restrained,  with  blues,  soft  pinks  and 
whites.  This  year  it's  hot  and  vibrant, 
with  reds  and  bright  pinks  and  is  a  real 
eye-catcher  for  Philadelphia's  summer 
tourists.  If  you  thought  impatiens  was  a 
plant  that  can't  take  hot  sun,  come  see 
how  well  it's  doing  on  Walnut  Street, 
along  with  geraniums,  blue  salvias  and 
edgings  of  'Spicy  Globe'  basil  and 
parsley. 

Selecting  an  edging  for  a  formal  bed  is 
tough  because  there's  few  plants  that 
will  either  stay  very  low  or  take  the 
amount  of  pruning  required  to  keep 
them  below  6  to  8".  In  the  PHS  garden 
we're  blessed  with  enough  plants  of  a 
dwarf  boxwood  (Buxus  microphylla 
'Kingsville')  that  serve  as  an  edging  for 
four  beds  in  the  parterre.  Thanks  to  its 
naturally  diminutive  stature,  this  box- 
wood has  never  been  pruned.  A  second 
edging  of  Fuonymous  japonica 
'Microphylla' finally  bit  the  dust  this  year 
after  struggling  for  years  to  combat  scale. 
The  third  edging  is  Crimson  Pygmy 
Barberry  (Berberis  thunbergii  var. 
atropurpurea  'Crimson  Pygmy'),  a 
rugged  plant  and  seems  to  handle  hard 
pruning  without  suffering  any  set  backs.

Under  the  leadership  of  Awards 
Committee  chair,  Martha  Barron,  the 
following  nominees  have  been  selected 
for  the  Society's  Certificate  of  Merit. 

Aspen  Farms,  a  half-acre  community 
garden  located  at  49th  and  Aspen  Streets 
in  West  Philadelphia,  sets  a  standard  by 
which  all  other  community  gardens  can 
be  measured.  Under  the  able  leadership 
of  Hayward  Ford,  a  Philadelphia  Green 
Advisory  Board  member  and  driving 
force  behind  Aspen  Farms,  some  44 
gardeners  have  created  a  true  oasis  in  the 
City  combining  innovative  design  techni- 
ques and  interesting  plants  to  create  a 
central  meeting  place  and  profound 
source  of  community  pride  in  the  shape  of 
a  garden. 

It  would  be  extremely  difficult  to 
determine  the  stronger  attributes  within 
Anita  Kistler;  her  loyalty  to  gardening  or 
her  generosity  to  gardeners.  Anita's  com- 
mitment to  both  is  best  illustrated  through 
her  work  with  the  American  Rock  Garden 
Society  and  her  half-acre  garden  in  West 
Chester  which  is  home  to  choice  conifers, 
bulbs  and  rare  plants  from  all  over  the 
globe.  In  addition  to  her  tenure  as 
President,  one  of  Anita's  most  important 
contributions  to  the  A.R.G.S.  has  been 
compiling  the  indices  to  the  A.R.G.S. 
Bulletin,  a  task  that  involved  producing  a 
35  volume  index  with  the  help  of  a  team 
of  volunteers  and  recently  producing  an 
index  for  the  next  1 3  volumes  by  herself. 
Anita  has  generously  opened  her  garden 
for  special  PHS  membership  tours  and 
lectures,  all  the  while,  conducting  work- 


shops and  offering  her  knowledge, 
enthusiasm  and  sage  advice  to  master 
gardeners  and  novices  alike. 

Dr.  Herman  Cold  has  had  an  interest  in 
horticulture  for  almost  as  long  as  his 
career  in  medicine  -  about  55  years.

We  invite  you  to  join  with  other  Pennsylvania  Horticultural  Society  members  in  helping 
the  Long  Range  Planning  Committee  establish  goals  for  the  Society's  development  during 
the  1990s. 

The  past  few  years  have  been  exciting  ones  as  we've  endeavored  to  live  up  to  the  expecta- 
tions of  members  of  the  last  Planning  Committee,  whose  plan  was  approved  by  Council  in 
1985. 

Among  these  goals  were  the  continued  development  of  our  neighborhood  community 
greening  projects,  under  the  Philadelphia  Green  banner,  and  the  development  of  a  new 
program,  Center  City  Green,  aimed  at  encouraging  the  development  of  attractive  green 
spaces  in  downtown  Philadelphia  and  at  City  gateways.  The  restoration  of  Fairmount 
Park's  four-acre  Azalea  Garden,  the  plantings  at  the  Eastern  State  Penitentiary  and  on  the 
26th  Street  Gateway  are  three  examples  of  our  Center  City  Green  projects. 

Other  important  goals  included  in  the  1985  plan  were  to  keep  the  Philadelphia  Flower 
Show  as  the  preeminent  Flower  Show  in  the  country  and  to  expand  its  horizons  to  include 
exhibitors  from  abroad. 

For  our  8,000  members,  the  Planning  Committee  suggested  that  in  addition  to  offering 
tickets  to  our  Shows  and  mailing  privileges  with  our  library,  we  should  also  continue  to 
offer  as  diversified  a  program  as  possible,  including  lectures,  workshops  and  travel  oppor- 
tunities, geared  to  not  only  the  expert  horticulturist,  but  also  to  the  new  gardener. 

Recognizing  that  our  headquarters  limits  the  number  of  members  we  can  comfortably 
accommodate  for  activities,  Planning  Committee  members  also  suggested  we  seek  to  reach 
additional  audiences  by  expanding  the  readership  of  our  bi-monthly  magazine  Green  Scene 
and  by  making  our  library  accessible  to  as  wide  an  audience  as  possible. 

Only  you  can  judge  how  successful  we've  been  in  meeting  these  goals  and  we  hope  you'll 
let  us  know  on  the  attached  survey.  Your  answers  to  other  questions  will  help  the  Planning 
Committee  determine  an  ambitious  course  for  the  next  decade.

The  City  will  be  awash  with  a  lovely  sea 
of  green  and  gold  this  summer  thanks  to 
the  gardening  efforts  of  many  area  resi- 
dents and  associations  involved  in  Center 
City  Green's  Ribbon  of  Gold  project.

In  the  late  80's  we  were  so 
pleased  when  Jim,  Jr.  joined  the 
Spectacor  team  that  manages  the  Civic 
Center,  and  just  delighted  when  they 
named  him  General  Manager  of  the 
facility  in  time  for  the  '91  Show.

FUTURE  OF  GREENING  IN 
PHILADELPHIA 

With  more  than  400  gardening 
projects  completed  during  the  past  year 
and  nearly  700  more  on  our  waiting 
lists,  PHS's  Philadelphia  Green 
Program  is  bursting  with  enthusiasm 
and  interest  from  the  participating 
communities . 

In  addition  to  our  many  development 
activities,  we've  expanded  the  Philadel- 
phia Green  Education  Department  A 
team  of  seven  staff  members  have 
organized  a  comprehensive  program  to 
conduct  neighborhood  resource- 
training  in  an  effort  to  encourage  self- 
reliance  in  the  community.  As  part  of 
this  effort,  successful  plant  sales  were 
conducted  in  Francisville  and  Point 
Breeze  this  spring  and  helped  generate 
funds  for  neighborhood  greening; 
fencing,  brickwork  and  paving  work- 
shops were  held  and  neighborhood 
leaders  made  presentations  to  other 
communities  interested  in  becoming 
involved  in  greening.  In  Norris 
Square  and  Strawberry  Mansion,  two 
new  Greene  Countrie  Townes  under 
construction,  education  is  integrated 
with  site  development  in  the  form  of 
garden  planning  and  management 
workshops.  In  25  public  housing  sites 
across  the  City,  residents  are  planting 
the  seeds  of  tomorrow  by  rallying 
around  greening  improvements  and 
maintenance.  Morton  Homes  in 
Germantown,  under  development  for 
one  year,  was  recently  presented  an 
award  by  the  federal  government  for 
their  initiatives  with  self-help.   Wilson 
Park  and  Emlen  Arms  residents,  with 
their  large  population  of  senior  citizens, 
tailored  their  gardening  projects  to  the 
creation  of  raised  beds  and  in  North 
Philadelphia's  Johnson  Homes,  a  large 
vegetable  garden  and  extensive 
maintenance  work  helped  round  out 
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preparations  for  their  50th  Anniversary 
Celebration. 

Everywhere  in  Philadelphia,  the 
interest  and  enthusiasm  for  trees  has 
grown.  The  Tree  Program  staff  worked 
with  hundreds  of  neighbors  this  year 
throughout  the  City  to  plant  450  street 
trees  on  carefully  selected  sites.  By 
linking  up  the  street  tree  blocks  with 
other  greening  projects  in  the  neighbor- 
hood, the  greening  impact  throughout 
the  community  is  significant. 

In  25  public  housing  sites 
across  the  City,  residents 
are  planting  the  seeds  of 
tomorrow  by  rallying 
around  greening  improve- 
ments and  maintenance. 

Tree  education  efforts  focused  also 
on  children  and  the  general  public  with 
visits  to  23  City  schools  to  conduct  tree 
awareness  assemblies  and  planting 
workshops  and  a  successful  Arbor  Day 
celebration  in  Rittenhouse  Square. 
The  Center  City  Green  Program, 
widely  known  for  its  restoration  of  the 
Azalea  Garden  and  26th  Street  Gate- 
way Project,  embarked  on  a  door-to- 
door  campaign  among  Center  City 
residents  to  survey  the  condition  and 
scope  of  the  City's  tree  population. 
Working  with  the  Center  City 
Resident's  Association  (CCRA) 
volunteers,  which  included  students, 
landscape  architects  and  residents,  the 
staff  conducted  a  pilot  tree  inventory,  a 
a  series  of  tree  maintenance  workshops 
and  a  tree  survey,  which  is  forming  the 
groundwork  for  a  comprehensive 
computer  database.  More  than  2200 
tree  locations  and  as  many  as  55,000 
entries  were  typed  into  the  computer  to 
document  tree  conditions,  maintenance
